E oth being the Emperor's Birth-day, 
in which he entred into the 65th Year 
of his Age, his Imperial Majefty re- 
ceiv'd the Compliments of the Court 
. upon it as ufual. The fame Day we re- 
ceiv'd Advice, that a confiderable Body of the 
Rebels was advanc'd near the Lines that are thrown 
up round our Suburbs, whereupon fome Troops 
were fen out to obferve them, while the Nobility 
Citizens aud Inhabitants of our Suburbs and Places 
adjacent who ran toArms were difpos’d in theLines: 
A little after we faw the Rebels marching in two 
Columns near Swecher, in Number 1000 Men. 
They are encamp’d on the Plain, and have made a 
t Ravage, and wherever they come leave be- 
ind them Marks of ftrange Brutality. They have 
kill’d’all the wild Beafts that were kept in the Park a 
fittle Way from hence for the Diverfion of the Court. 
The Turks fpar’d thofe Beafts when they befieg’d 
this City. Laft Night 2 great Fires were feen at the 
Diftance of 2 Leagues from this City, but we know 
not yet whet wasthe Occafion of them. Mean time 
the whole Garrifon and all the Burghers of the Place 
keep in Arms, and fome Detachments will be made 
to fecure the Neighbouring Villages. "Tis reported 
for certain that the King of the Romans will fhortly 
fet out from hence to rake upon him the Command 
of the Imperial Army in Germany. The Emperor's 
Order for converting the Church Plate into Money, 
is begun to be executed throughout the Hereditary 


Countriés, and above 30000 Rixdollars are coyn’d 


weekly in this City out of the Gold and Silver fent 
in from Monafteries and Churches; General Heifter 
has burnt Vefprin and Papa, becaufe the Inhabitants 
of thofe Places were the firft thar revolted again 


from the Emperor when the Rebels came laft over 


the Danube into the lower Hungary. General Their-

Sendomir, June 3. The great Council aflembled 
hete; have declar'd the Cardinal Primate and the 
Prince Lubomirski have forfeited all their Offices and 
Dignities ; as alfo that the King thall promife upon 
Oath, not to demand any thing of the Republick 
on Account of the Summs he has expended and 
borrow’d of other Poteéntates during the War: that 
the Saxo Ttoops thall be oblig’d co ferve in Subordi- 


nation to the Army of the Crown: That the Money 
which fhall be advanc’d by any Potentate who hhall 
enter into Alliance with the King againft the Swedes, 
thall be applicd to pay the Army ; and that whatever 
Conquefts hall be gain’d fhall be for the fole Profi 
and Advantage of che Republick.. This Affembly is 
compos’d of 2 Bithops, 7 Palatines, 9 Cattellans, 
feveral Minifters of State and Officers of the Crown, 
the Deputies of «2 Palatinats, and of tne Nobility of 
the Palatinats of Sendomir and Cracow. They have 
declar’d that whoever fhall procure himfelf to be pro- 
claim’d King of Poland by the Confederates at Wat- 
{iw, and take upon him to act as fuch, thall be repu- 
ted an Ufurper and.a Tyrant. And have promis’d 
a great Reward to whoever fhall deliver tte Cardinal 
Primate and Prince Lubomirski alive or dead into 
the Hands of the King. 
_ From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated June 24. 
Cracow, June 6. We have Advice from the Camp 
at Sendomir, that in the Seifions held between the 
27th and 31ft of laft Month, the A@ or Inftrumenc 
of general Confederacy for defending the Rights of 
the King and the Republick was read and agreed to. 
All thofe who fign’d the Confederacy of Warlaw, are 
declar'd Rebels and’ Enemies of ‘their Country ; and 
thofe who are of that Confideracy. but have not. 
fign’d it, are allow'd 4 Weeks to return to their Dury, 
on Condition they take an Oath of Fideliry to the 
King without delay. Some propos’d this Favour 
fhould be allow’d the great General of the Crown, 
bur'the Nobility of Sendomir would not confent w- 
ir. The Family of Sapieha was likewife excluded 
from this Favour, and the Difpofal of their Offices 
was approvd. Deputies are fent to the Pope's 
Nuncio, to defire him to endeavour to:per{wade his, 
Holinefs to degrade the Cardinal Primate and the 
Bifhop of Pofnania; mean time their Ecclefiaftical 
Revenues are fequeftred, and are to be employ’d ‘in 
paying the Army of the Crown. - Four Weeks are 
allow’d to the under General, to General Brandt and” 
other Officers of the Army of the Crown, to enter 
into the Confederacy for the King, in default of 
which they will be declar’d Accomplices of the Con- 
Spirators ef Warfaw. The Authority of the Marthal 
of the Confederate Army is fix'd and limited,and that 
Army is to be paid a certain Sum of Money, which 
the great Treafurer is order'd to iffue accordirgly. 
It was refolv'd likewife to make Alliances wth For- 
reign Potentates, on condition that the Republick fhall 
thereby fuffer no difmembring of any Province. The 
Palatinars are order’d to mount ail on Horfeback. 
The new Oath which his Majefty is to take,in which 
he is to exprefs his Deteftation of Arbitrary Power, 
and promife to maintain the Liberty and Laws of the 
Kingdom, was read on the 3orh: After which fome 
Deputies went to invite his Majefty and the Senate 
to joyn their Counfe!s with thofe of the Nobility. 
The King, accompanied by 16 Senators, appear'd 
immediately after, and was receiv’d by the Marshal 
at the Head of the Deputies. His Majefty mace a 
very pathetick Speech to them, fetting forth his Love 
to and Zeal for the Welfare of the Republick: Vhe - 
Palatine of Sendomir made a long Deduiion of rhe 
Vexations 
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‘one the Country had fuffer’d from the Swedes, 
bok they and the Confederates 
of Warfaw had deceiv’d and abus'd the Commifli- 
oners of the Republick. The Palatine of Ruffia in- 
fifted on the fame Argument with grear ftrength of 
Reafoning, and concluded thar it was highly expe- 
dient to {upplicate the Pope to take away the Title 
of Eminency from a Man who had drawn all thofe 
Calamities and Diforders on his Country. , 

Warfaw, June 6. The Election of a new King 
continues fix’d to the 19th of this Month, By which 
time the King of Sweden is expected here with his 
Army from Heilsberg. We learn from the King of 
Poland’s Camp at Codomir, that his Majefty was 
in daily Eapedtacion of being joyn’d by a Body of 
15 or 20000 Mufeovites who are faid to be arriv’d 
on the Frontier of Lithuania; and that 18000 Saxons 
are come from Saxony to Saur in Poland. 

Letters from Hamburg of the 17th of June fay, 
General “Reinfchild is advane’d into the Palatinate 
of Sendomir with a Body of Swedes; has had an 
Engagement with fome Polith and Saxon Troops, aud 
kill’d 600 of them.
